AUlca.  has,  for  many  years,  been  do- 
•Aoreu  bv  pious  and  benevolent  iiulivi- 
ouAs.  Ill  V.n:;land  and  America.  Wii.- 
i  FKFOKCt.SB  Aur,and  Ci.auk.son,  have 
suceesifujly  plead  itieir  cause  ; — and 
Acrt,  liie  subject  of  slavery  lias  been  tlie 
theme  of  very  general  reprobation — and 
a  few  plnlantbropic  spirits  have  ardently 
h.boured  to  ameliorate  its  harsher  Ica- 
vires,  and  gradually  to  abolish  it  altogc-

iV'iilc  liis  dust  sleeps  m  the  bosom  of 
•ce  Atlantic,  let  bis  country  remember, 
uiit  It  was  in  seeking  a  home  for  oppres¬ 
sed  strangers  in  tlie  land  of  their  fallicrs, 
tVsauti's  man  of  (iod  received  the  shock 
to  Uis  constitution,  wliicli  consigned  him 
to  an  early  grave.  The  smiles  ol  a  be¬ 
nignant  Providence,  tliat  liave  in  the 
last  two  vears,  signally  blessed  the  ef- 
lorts  of  the  (Colonization  Society  on  the 
coaa  of  .Africa,  in  the  social  order  of 
hundred  (rec  and  Inppy  coloured 
fciaifrants  at  Liberia — and  tlie  exempla¬ 
ry  piety  of  most  of  them — the  grateful 
in’dligeuce  that  liie  Lord  bad  there, 
poured  out  the  influences  of  His  Spirit, 
and  called  fifty  immortal  beings  out  of 
fne  darkness  of  sin,  into  the  liglit  and 
purity  of  His  dospel,  encouraged  the 
friends  of  African  improvement,  to  at- 
l  tempt  further  measures,  as  well  for  the 
weitare  ol  the  Colony,  as  for  the  moral 
•'ind  intellectual  elevation  of  those  who 
rnitrlit  prefer  to  remain  in  tlie  IC.  States. 

And  at  the  nrcciing  in  February  last, 
ncipient  steps  were  taken  to  assemble 
a  more  general  meeting  on  the  third 
-ionday  in  April  iheieaftcr — wliicli 
aeeiing  was  accordingly  held  at  Now- 
‘-‘h,  and  the  subject  luliy  and  freely  dis- 
•’assed.  h  was  then  unaniinosly  re- 
^dved,  to  incorporate,  under  a  law  of 
Aew-.)ersey,  (lor  the  promotion  ol  Li- 
l^fary  Societies,)  as  an  African  Lduca- 
•‘on  Society,  for  the  education  of  free 
coloured  children  and  yonlli  in  the  Fni- 
‘Cd  States.  One  interesting  object  of 
die  So(  iety  was  slated  to  be,  to  fit  these 
}ouih  for  usefulness  in  Africa — and  it  is 
jioped,  that  many  of  iliem,  will,  by  tlie 
■|  ssingof  God,  be  prepared  to  preach 
unsearchable  riches  of  Christ,  to 
■^'1'  iieatlien  brethren — and  will  yet 
plant  the  standard  of  the  Cross  in  the 
jo-om  of  that  benighted  continent.  2\t

'riicy  do  not  remember,  tliat  every 
thing  that  we  do  is  naturally  contami¬ 
nated  by  sin  ;  that  our  very  prayers  are 
stained  with  il ;  and  that  the  entire  sys¬ 
tem  must  be  changed,  every  sinful  in¬ 
clination  be  subdued,  and  the  whole 
heart  renovated,  before  we  can  be  fit 
for  the  enjoyment  of  heaven. 

When  once  they  arc  sufficiently  im¬ 
pressed  with  this  truth,  they  will  either 
find  a  higher  meaning  for  such  words  as 
New*  Birth  and  New  Creation,  than 
that  to  which  they  are  accustomed,  or 
they  will  be  at  a  loss  for  words  to  de¬ 
scribe  the  change  which  they  acknow¬ 
ledge  to  be  necessary.  Among  those 
w  ho  are  truly  persuaded  of  this  neces¬ 
sity,  there  can  be  no  important  or  prac¬ 
tical  difference,  whatever  may  be  their 
seeming  and  verbal  difference  on  any 
part  of  the  baptismal  controversy. 

The  origin  of  the  wliolo  dispute  is, 
as  I  have  stated,  tliat  there  are  many 
who  do  not  see  the  necessity  of  so  en¬ 
tire  a  renovation  as  has  been  described  ; 
but  who,  framing  to  themselves  a  stan¬
